John Boyle of Goodland Growing the 
Thornless Variety For Forage. 
John O. Boyle of Goodland, Kan., 
formerly a member of the Kansas leg­ 
islature, 
is 
experimenting 
with 
the 
I uther Burbank thornless cactus in 
Sherman county, Kau. 
“I got fifty plants last Ju ly ,” Mr. 
Boyle said the other day. 
" I hoed 
them some, but the rains shortly after 
harvest seemed to stunt the plants. 
“ Then when it turned TIT dry and 
hot in September the plants did well. 
and I got 153 new shoots. 
It was 
hardly a fair experiment last year, as 
I did not get the plants set out until 
so late. 
I w ill set out the plants this 
year in M ay and ought to get enough 
from that patch to cover ten acres 
next year. 
Burbank says that three 
tons of the thornless cactus have as 
much nutriment as one ton of alfalfa 
and that the Kansas soil ought to pro­ 
duce seventy-five tons an acre. 
If it 
docs produce this well and is as nutri­ 
tious as asserted the growing of the 
cactus in western Kansas w ill mean a 
new life to the live stock industry 
there, as the cactus Is a sure crop, easy 
to grow and to handle.”

Several of the policemen had armed 
themselves with shotguns, and just as 
Bethea fired the last shot Police Cap­ 
tain Evans fired a load of shot into 
his face.

THE RIVER WATER 


CALL FOR MEETING 


Prof. Bass, of Minneapolis, Conferred 


With Water and Health Of­ 


ficials 


CAN MAKE RIVER WATER PURE 


Expert Believes That This is the Best 


Solution of Brainerd 


Problem 


Prof. F. IT. Bass, of the University 
of M innesota, was in the city Wed­ 
nesday afternoon and evening in con­ 
sultation with the health authorities 
and the city water and light hoard 
concerning flip m atter of a pure w at­ 
er supply for Brainerd. 
Prof. Bass 
recommended the installation of a 
sterilizing plant, by m eans of which 
the w ater is sterilized as it enters 
the mains. 
This plant he estimated. 
would cost only 
about 
$300, 
but 
would require the services 
of 
two 
chemists, one being on duty nights 
and one days. 
This he said in con­ 
nection with a m echanical filtering 
fUant would render Brainrd s w ater 
supply perfect in every way as there 
is an unlim ited supply In the Missis­ 
sippi river. 
Dr. Beise. health officer, estimated 
the cost of the late typhoid fever epi­ 
demic in Brainerd to have been $25,- 
000. 
This am ount he says will bare­ 
ly cover the cost of medical atten d ­ 
ance, medicines and n ursing and the 
loss of tim e and of trade driven from 
the oitv because of the dread of the 
fever. 
He expresses the belief that 
th city should install a sterilizing 
plant at once and also a mechanical 
filtering plant of sufficient size to 
handle all water needed for city use 
as soon as possible. 
Dr. Beise states 
th a t ground w ater from a sufficient 
depth is bound to be uncontam inated, 
but that the securing of it is uncer­ 
tain. and bound to be expensive and 
be believes sterilization and filtra­ 
tion the more feasible.

tion is show n by tile fact th a t W ade 
IL Ellis was sent out to tak e charge 
of the Republican cam paign, resign­ 
ing a well paying federal job in the 
attorney 
general’s 
office 
to 
do 
so. 
W hen a m an is willing to separate 
him self from a lucrative office to be­ 
come a state chairm an a t nothing a 
year it Is a sign th at som ething is do­ 
ing. 
T he adm inistration denies hav­ 
ing sent Ellis; but. anyw ay, Ellis is 
there, how ever he got to it. 


Looking For a Standard Bearer. 


T here are several candidates for the 
Republican nom ination for governor. 
T he first in the field and tile one that 
! has the largest concrete sup po rt is 
form er L ieutenant G overnor W arren 
G. H arding, who intersperses politics 
with editing a new spaper. At tile time 
of an Ohio conference in W ashington 
Mr. A. L. H arford, a B uckeye capital­ 
ist, cam e on and w as dined a t the 
W hite 
House. 
The sta te m e n t 
was 
then m ade that H arford w as the ad­ 
m inistration candidate for governor, 
but since th at time little has been 
beard of bim. 
R epresentative Nicho­ 
las 
Longw orth w as also mentioned, 
hut he blushingly 
waved aside the 
profT*‘red crow n, saying th a t lie pre­ 
ferred to rem ain In congress. 
Recently a new Richmond fins come 
Into th e field in the person of Jam es 
R. Garfield. 
Now, the nam e of G ar­ 
field is one to conjure w ith in Ohio. 
T here are any num ber of old chaps in 
tin' sta te who voted and cheered for 
Jam es A. Garfield th irty years ago, 
and th ere is an affection for the son 
because o f the father. T hen th e Roose­ 


velt men and the Buckeye woods are 
full of them 
sw ear by Jim m ie G ar­ 
field, the form er president’s cabinet 
officer and bosom friend. 
It would lie 
a novel situation if tile man w ho is 
standing by Gifford F inehot an d who 
was kept out of the T a ft cabinet, ac­ 
cording to sw orn testim ony, by the 
M organ-tJuggenheim 
Alaska coal in­ 
te r e s ts , should now be called upon as 
the one available man to save th e a d ­ 
m inistration from defeat in th e prosit 
dent s ow n state. 
Yet th a t w ould be 
the light in whit Ii the country at large 
would 
inevitably 
regard 
Garfield’s 
nomination for governor of Ohio. 
Personally G overnor H arm o n is im ­ 
mensely popular, and th at it will take 
a hard fight to heat him nobody real­ 
izes more keenly than the Ohio Repub­ 
licans 
them selves. 
A lthough 
sixty- 
four years old, H arm on is in th e prime 
of his vigor aud has a virile, straig h t­ 
forw ard dem ocratic w ay 
th at takes 
w ith I lit* people. 
T he careers of lia r 
m<»n and T a ft have been interm ingled 
iii peculiar ways. 
T hey w ere born iii 
the sam e county, live in the sa m e city. 
wert* judges *.u the sam e bench, and 
both have been cabinet officers. 
It 
woul I he a strang e additional chapter 
if H arm on should be re-elected and 
he and Ids old friend T a ft should lie 
the opp sing candidates for the presi­ 
dency in 1!H2. 
It will be recalled that 
H arm on 
recently 
presided over the 
house of governors and th a t President 
T aft spoke of ii i in most * old! in lh w lien 
th at body called to pay its respects tit 
the W hite liouse. 
T h e Dido situation Is fu rth e r com- 
plicated 
by 
the 
senatorial 
contest. 
S enator Dick is a can d id a te for re­ 
election and is dem anding a prim ary. 
H a rry D augherty and Myron T. H er­ 
rick are in tin* field against him. and 
Charles P. T a ft is lurking in the back­ 
ground. 
T here is bitter opposition to 
Dick, and the light is tailing on an 
aspect which is encouraging the Dem­ 
ocrat- to n a m e not only to r tile gov­ 
ernorship, but for the legislature. 
Tile situation in New Y*>rk is similar 
to th at in Ohio. except th at there is 
not sn much presidential politics and 
there is no D emocratic governor. Con­ 
ditions in tile Em pire S tate are com- 
p le a te d by the candidacy of Senator 
Depew for re-election, against whom 
there is strong opposition; also by tho 
Adds bribery charges in the state sen­ 
ate aud by the refusal of G overnor 
H ughes ti* he a candidate for re-elec­ 
tion. 
It is generally believed in New 
York that Democratic chances would 
be bright Bds year were it not for tin* 
fact that the minority p arty is torn by 
factional lights aud th a t in som e oth­ 
er w ays ii is not in the best condition 
to tak e advantage of tho situation. At 
present tile atm osphere is not auth 
clernly clarified to m ake a prediction. 
Senator Beveridge is fighting for his 
political lift* in Indiana, whore the gov­ 
ernor. tin* legislature and nearly all 
tile congressm en are at present Demo­ 
cratic. 
Practically tile sam e situation 
confronts Senator B urkett in Nebraska. 
B urkett him self believes th a t William 
J. Bryan is a receptive candidate for 
ins seat. 
The situation of Senator 
Thom as Ii 
C arter in M ontana is a 
little better, although the state bas a 
Democratic governor and th ere is but 
tw o Republican m ajority on joint bal­ 
lot in the legislature. 
A nother state 
w ith a Democratic governor and in 
which not only one but tw o senators 
are at stak e is North D akota. 
The 
present 
N orth D akota 
legislature is 
overw helm ingly Republican. 
In Ne­ 
vada. w here the seat of S enator Nixon 
(Republican) is at stake, the governor 
and legislature are D emocratic. 
Due of the hottest fights of tile year 
will lie made in Missouri, w here the 
D em ocrats will try to regain the seat 
now beni by Senator W arn er (Repub­ 
lican). 
E x -Governor fra n c is has an i 
flounced himself as a candidate for 
the Democrats, and it is possible that j 
ex-G ovenm r Folk, who ran in tin* pri j 
tnaries against Senator Stone, may also 
enter th e lists. 
G overnor Hadley bas 
recently charged th at Stone beat Folk 
in the prim aries by fraud 
The 
situation 
in 
little 
Delaw are, 
w here S enator Du Pont is a candidate 
for re-election, is unsettled. T here is op­ 
position to Du Pout in his ow n party, 
it being charged th a t he used too much 
money in his last election. 


Fighting the Senate Machine. 


One of the m arked signs of the year 
is the appearance of insurgent aspir­ 
ants against the old stan d p at leaders 
in the senate. 
No one has yet entered 
the lists against Senator Aldrich in 
Rhode Island, but Ju d g e Frederick A. 
Pow ers is in the field to beat Eugene 
H ale of Maine; R epresentative Butler 
Ames is looking for the seat of H enry 


Cahot L odge In M assachusetts, R epre­ 
sentative W. I*. H ubbard is a fte r th.* 
scalp of N ath an Bay Scott In W est Vir­ 
ginia, and R epresentative C harles E. 
Toxvnserul has throw n dow n the glove 
to Julius C aesar B urrow s of Michigan. 
Aside from Senator Beveridge, tw o in­ 
surgent senators are up for re-election 
—La Follette of Wisconsin, w ho will 
doubtless meet the usual opposition, 
and ( lapp of Minnesota, against w hom 
F ran k B. Kellogg, the an ti-tru st a t­ 
torney, lias announced him self a c a n ­ 
didate. 
One of the peculiarities of th e sen­ 
atorial situation is th a t out of tin* 
tw enty-seven members of th e lipper 
house yet to be elected, or tw enty 
eight including the successor to P u r­ 
cell of N orth Dakota, only four of 
those to lie replaced are D emocrats. 
ami all of these, excepting Purcell, are 
certain to be replaced by men of their 
own political fait Ii. 
T here is a rum or 
th a t one of the number, F razier <f 
Tennessee, may give w ay to Secretary 
of W ar Dickinson: but, although a 
m em ber of the T aft cabinet, Dickin­ 
son classes him self as a D emocrat. 
T he present Republican m ajority iii 
the senate is tw enty-four. 
A change 
of thirteen would therefore m ake tin* 
body Democratic, or. granting the loss 
of Purcell, fourteen. 
Is there any 
chance of th e Democrats defeating 
fourteen of the tw enty-four R epub­ 
licans who are up for election? 
As 
already pointed out. Indiana. N ebraska. 
Montana. New York, Ohio, Delaw are. 
Nevada and 
Missouri an* uncertain 
staled, and each of those lias a R epub­ 
lican senator whose seat will be to fill 
Even lf th e D em ocrats carried all of 
them, however, they would still be 
six short of enough. 
T h e probability, 
therefore, is th a t tile Republicans win 
control tilt* next senate, b u t by a re ­ 
duced m ajority, which m ay give the 
insurgents the balance of [lower. 


Cannon Out of It. 


As for th e house, the p resen t R epub­ 
lican m ajority is fifty-six. 
A t ieast 
tw enty-nine Democratic gains would 
be necessary to control th e body. 
It 
is impossible to m ake a house fore­ 
cast by states and equally hopeless to 
do it at this tim e by individual dis­ 
tricts. 
T he only w ay of ju dg in g of 
the fu tu re political complexion of the 
house m ust be on tile basis of th e gen 
oral d rift of th e country. 
T he one 
significant fact is th at tile D em ocrats 
m ake confident claim s and at least 
some of th e Republicans a re pessim ist­ 
ic. 
T h is is hardly a safe criterion, 
however, as past elections have shown. 
Sometim es the m an who is soared is 
the one w ho puts up the host fight and 
wins out. 
T he only prediction that 
eau bo made with confidence at this 
tim e is th a t Joseph G. G annon will not 
lie the speaker of the next house. 
T ak en all in nil this will lie one of 
the most im portant <*tY y ear elections 
the Tinted States has know n. 
Til** 
tariff, high prices, the T aft a d m in istra ­ 
tion. tho B allinger-Pinchot controver­ 
sy. the insurgent m ovem ent. Aldrich- 
isin 
and 
Cannonism 
aud, 
in 
some 
states, graft exposures will en ter into 
tin* canvass. 
P arty lines will be faint 
in spots, but popular interest will not 
he less because of that welcome fact. 


A MONSTER PLOW. 


Designed F o r T m Horses, it To o k F ifty 
to Move It. 
What is said to bt* the largest plow 
iii the world wa-. \ ado some years 
ago a t Bakersfield. Cal. 
This plow 
was the result of tin* Ingenuity of a 
ranch superintendent who had au th o ri­ 
ty to m ake im provem ents, lait not to 
introduce steam plows. 
The superin 
fendent had grown very tired of pre 
paring BJ xxi acres of land for wheat 
w ith 
ordinary 
nine <r tw elve 
inch 
plows d raw n by two In a es. 
lit* argued that if two horses could 
pull a 
tw elve Inch plow six 
horses 
could 
pull a 
plow thirty-six 
inches 
wide and th a t eight horses could pull 
a plow forty-eight inches wide. 
lie 
m ade the calculations carefully, and. 
being clever with his pencil, also made 
draw in g s and sent for blacksm iths and 
m achinists to construct a plow on his 
principle. 
Some simple folk told him th at his 
g reat plow would not work, but they 
contented them selves w ith saying this 
dogm atically w ithout giving any m ath ­ 
em atical reason therefor. 
So the su­ 
perintendent went on with Ids plans. 
T he blacksm iths and m achinists fin­ 
ished the plow in due time. 
T h e share 
w as m ade to cut a fifty inch furrow 
The top of it reached five feet alleve 
the ground to give room to throw the 
earth. 
T he beam was more than a 
foot thick, but the m achine w as con­ 
structed 
to run between 
tw o great 
wheels, so th a t it could be turned 
around easily, and on the ax le between 
these wheels was the seat for tho man 
who w as to drive* the ten horses which 
w ere hitched to it. 
T he plow was brought to the great 
field, tho ten horses w ere attach ed to 
it, the handles were raised, the driver 
m ounted Ins seat, and th e team was 
started. 
But as soon as tile share 
struck well into Hie ground the horses 
stopped short. 
They w ere stuck fast 
And y et the plow had not gone too 
deeply into the earth. 
B ut it was evi 
den t th a t they could not pull the plow. 
More horses were brought out. but not 
until fifty were attached did the plow 
move along. 
Even then it required four men to 
hold the handles in order to beep the 
plow iii the furrow. 
It w as an eco­ 
nomic failure. 
Thoh 
the 
superintendent, 
through 
the intervention of some one w ho was 
a b etter m athem atician th an he, learn 
cd th a t he should have cubed the en 
pacify of his tw elve inch plow every 
tim e he doubled the w idth of it.—li a r 
per’s Weekly.
